bids any marriage violative of the law 
of the land, I. Joseijh Smith, president 
of the -Church of JC'-TIS Christ cf the 
Latter Day Saints, horeliy affirm and 
declare that no such marriages have 
been solemnized 
witK the sanction. 


consent or knowledge of the Church 
of Jesus Christ "of Latter Day Saints, 


"I hereby announce that all such 


marriages are prohibited, and 'f any 
officer or member of the church shall 
assume to solernni/.e or enter into any 
such marriage, he will he deemed in 
transgression against the church and 
will be liable to be rf^alt with accord- 
ing to the rules and regulations there- 
of and ex-ccmmnnicate therefrom.

SUBMITS HIS 


ANNUAL BUDGET. 


Granville, 0., April 7.—At the meet- 


ing of the village council held Tues- 
day evening, Mayor J. M. Swartz read 
hia annual budget of the current ex- 
penses of the 
municipality for 
the 


succeeding jcar, and in which he also 
made a number of recommendations 
for improvements in the village. 


During the past year 5 and 1-2 mills 


have been levied for corporation our- 
poscs, which have been found ade- 
quate. 


At present there ib on hand in the 


fire fund $163.29; in the street 
fund, 


$U88.09; light fund, 
$184.73; 
police 


fund $119.39; general fund, 
$20385; 


making a total 
remaining in the 


treasury at his date $1.859 95. 


The half of this year's levy, amount- 


ing to $1,450, is yet to be collected, 
and will be paid in. August of this 
vear, making a total provided for the 
year's work of $3,309.95. 


The expenditures from April 1st, 


1903. were $3,381.22, and the average 
monthly expenditures for thf 
first 


pine mouths of this year are ?259.18. 
At a corresponding rate for the suc- 
ceeding three months, the expendi- 
tures of this year 
will he S3.100.1G. 


During the first nine months of this 
year 82,332.64 was expended, leaving 
estimated for the first three months 
of this year from January 1st, $767.52, 
which will leave on hand for the ex- 
penditures for the next six months 
$2.542.42. 


The \vhcle taxable property of the 


village is 5325,981.18. The levy of 
7-10 of a mill for general purposes 
produces but $368 18, while the month- 
ly average expenditures from that 
fund for the first nine months of this 
jear have been $41.64, and at the same 
rate would require at least 
?rOO in 


that fund to meet the ordinary de- 
mands uron it. 


The levy of 2 and 1-10 millo for the 


siaKins fund had produced for 
the 


uses of the sinking fund the sum of 
$1,104.56. The levy of two nulls', will 
be sufficient to pay two of the electric 
light bonds and the interest 
which 


accrues upon all of the remaining 
bonds. 


The amount of money which re- 


mains in the street 
fund, 
together 


.with that which will come in in the 
fd.ll, will give about 51,500 for the use 
of the streets during the coming year, 
and therefore the levy for street pur- 
poses can safely be reduced. 


The Mayor makes the following es- 


timate of the levies for the several 
funds of the village: For general pur- 
poses, 1 mill; police fund, 4-Ti of a 
mill; street fund, 1 and 3-10 of a mill; 
light fund, 7-10 of a mill; fire fund 
1-10 of a mill, making a total for cor- 
poration purposes of 3 and 5-1° mills, 
the same as last year. This docs not 
increase the total of the amount rec- 
ommended by the chairman of 
the 


various committees of the council 


Speaking of the general condition of 


the village Mayor Swart/, .says that 
during the past yar the village has 
lieen unusually nuiot and orderlv and 
free of contagious diseases. 
There 


have been no fires since December, 
1^02, and the general condition of the 
streets and public propertv \z good, 
although in some places the condi- 
tion of the sidewalks is bad and rec- 
ommended that ttey be repaired, and 
also recommend"! that new t>ave- 
rnents be constructed where deemed 
necessary. It is also recommended 
that a village building >>e conslrur-tcd, 
and that the offices of the village au- 
thorities and a village uison be lo- 
cated therein. 


Regarding the matter of sr-sMgo the 


mayor said that it was nrircnt that a 
general sewer system should be erect- 
ed for the entire village as soon as 
possible, and that in the nr-antinH- all

TRIBUTE 


Paid the Memory of Senator Hanna by 


Colleagues in the Senate on 


Thursday. • 


Washington, April 7—Tribute was 


[Ipaid the memory of Marcus A. Hanna 


today in the Senate by his colleagues 
regardless of party affiliations. Every 
Senator able to attend was there and 
the galleries were full. Among the 
speakers were Foraker, Scotti Cock- 
rill, Platt of Connecticut, Spooner, De- 


pew, 
Blackburn, Hoar and Dick. Mr. 


Foraker spoke first. He told of his 
differences with Hanna wWcb. began- 
in 1S88. While he paid high, tribute to 
Hanna he did not refrain from criti- 
cism of his faults. "But now," said 
Foraker, "in the grave lie buried all 
differences, animosities 
and unkind- 


ness of feeling. * * He was neither 
a scholar nor a student, but by intui- 
tion comprehended every problem that 
arose." Passing to his career in the 
Senate Mr. Foraker gave to his late 
colleague full credit for his public ser- 
vice in determining polices and shap- 
ing legislation, remarking 
however, 


that he had left behind him no statute 
or otfier measure of which he was dis- 
tinctively the author. Notwithstanding 
his deficiencies the speaker admitted 
that he filled a great place among the 
greatest men of his time. Contrasting 
him with Webster, Clay, Lincoln 
Blaine and-McKinlcy the Senator de- 
clared that his powers were of an or-, 
ganizing and executive character rath- 
er than as a moulder of public opinion. 


At the conclusion of the memorial 


services the Senate adjourned out of 
respect for Hanna's memory. 


A TATTOOED FILIPINO. 


<ia 9kln Betrayed Him and Ca«*ml 


HI* Arrcit. 


A man was takeu to constabulary 


(headquarters the other day whose 
body was an art gallery. His breast, 
back and arms had been rendered com- 
pletely 
antinguiiting 
by 
tattooers, 


working under the skillful guidance of 
autlnguntlug priests. He wus visiting 
his querida in Manila when arrested. 


He wns not an unprepossessing na- 


tive, but he had too many Incriminat- 
ing documeuts worked Into his cuticle 
to be allowed to roam around in a 
wild state, so he was arrested us a 
suspicious character. 
He gave his 


name as Sylvester Gomez. His an- 
tingantings were above suspicion, as 
well as above price, and had they been 
worked on a garment, as is customary, 
he would have been despoiled of it for 
a curio. 


Over his heart he had worked a con- 


ventional figure of an altar, -with a 
cross superimposed. This he said was 
aa ahtinganting. On his right breast 
was a human heart, inverted, sur- 
mounted by a cross, with three letters 
above it. When asked what particu- 
lar brand of antinganting this was he 
only grinned the wider. It is believed 
that this fantastic design is the re- 
minder of some vow that he took dur- 
ing the insurrection. Three more let- 
ters and a cross were tattooed in the 
hollow of his back. He said that these 
were never known to fail to keep off 
diseases, and indeed it must be con- 
fessed that be seemed to be an extraor- 
dinarily healthy animal. 


Then there were long disarrange- 


ments of the alphabet across his breast 
and all down his arms. They looked 
as if somebody had attempted to write 
a lot of seditious newspaper headlines 
in Tagalog and had run short of copy 
paper and so bad used Gomez for a 
writing tablet. 
He explained that 


these -would keep off bullets, and they 
looked as If they -would.—Manila Ca- 
ble News. 


General In Chief. 


Kuropatkin is only fifty-six. He is 


an inspiring figure, trusted because he 
has never been afraid. Five years ago 
Knropatkin was warned that the great 
powder magazine at St. Petersburg 
was to be blown up -within twenty-four 
hours and the magazine at Toulon 
too. Toulon was outside his sphere, but 
Kuropatkin, -who received the warning 
while in bed, rose and went at once to 
the St Petersburg magazine stores. 
Calling together officers and men, he 
inspected the stores, declared the in- 
spection satisfactory and gave every 
man three days' leave as a token of 
his pleasure. Other guards and sap- 
pers -were summoned, a rampart -was 
dug round the magazine, and before 
night it was certain that any danger 
that had .existed had been averted. 
Nothing happened, but the next morn- 
ing the powder magazine at Toulon 
was blown up.—"London Mail.

Clewell was soon located. 


Clewell had been in the city a week. 


He said he came here because he had 
a brother here, but had not made his 
presence known to his brother before 
he was arrested. The brother is How: 
ard N. Clewell, a printer in the employ 
of the Nelson Printing company. Since 
the arrest Clewell's brother has visit- 
ed him frequently at the police sta- 
tion. The other members of Hho> fam- 


ily, Clewell said, did not know his 
brother was in this city. 


Since he disappeared from Cleve 


land a week ago Clewell-s hair has 
turned almost white. He stated to the 
officers here that it was becoming 
streaked with gray on accounU of the 
worry before Tie" decided 'to leave 
Cleveland. 


When a telegram was received that 


Chief of Police Fred Kohler, of Cleve- 
land, would come after 
him, Clewell 


said he was glad the chief himself was 
coming. He thinks the shortage will 
.iot exceed $20.000, and says he de 
faulted to meet a mortgage that was 
falling due on his home. 


When arrested Clewell had $820 in 


bills in his pockets. He declared to 
the officers that it was all the monej 
he had, the balance of the $20,000 Tiav 
ing been used before he left Cleve 
land. 


"I had control of all the funds of the 


Federal Trust company," Clewell said 
'and used them as my own in the 
transaction of the company's business 
"Until the arrangements had been mad 
to consolidate with the Guardian Trus 
company I did not know I was shor 


dollar. I knew" I had used some mon 


py to lift the mortgage from my home 
but until the books had been inspect 
ed I did not know I was short'" 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 7.—Walter 


Brown, indicted with Justus L. Brod- 
rick and W. L. Collins on the rharge 
jf conspiring to wreck th e Indiana 
National Bank, of Elkhart, is near- 
ng a climax. Collins, who was cash- 
er, and who is Brown's brother-iu- 
aw, was put on the stand for the

Collins indicted 
a 
willingness to 


make a clean breast of the manage- 
ment of the bank. He testified that 
the excessive loans made by the bank 
to Brown's, Broderick's and his own 
factories made the false entry scheme 
necessary two years iwrior to the fail- 
ure.
